RESPONSIBILITY 


Harry’ Hopkins, appointed by President Roosevelt 
to administer federal work relief, has declared in a 
letter to Ben. Vandenberg of Michigan that he "can­ 
not be held responsible for the acts of dumb politic­ 
ians who take it upon themselves to write letters to 
our employes." 
If Mr. Hopkins is not responsible, then someone 
must be responsible. 
Oovemment without responsi­ 
bility is intolerable. 
Who Is responsible for the acts 
of dumb politicians who try to coerce work relief 
employes into making, political contributions? 
To that question there can be only one answer. 
The United States operates under a system of party 
government. 
The party 
In 
power 
is, therefore, 
responsible for the performance of the duties under­ 
taken during its administration. 
Work relief is one 
of those duties. 
The opposition party naturally expects to capitalize 
the defections of the party In 
power. 
T hat 
is 
a 
fundamental process In party government which pro­ 
vides for voters a guarantee that no single political 
group will be able to perpetrate important injustices 
on them. 
Administration of relief Is admittedly one of the 
hardest tasks ever undertaken by any administration 
in American history. 
Where 
there 
are 
so many 
temptations there are bound to be weak and un ­ 
scrupulous men who will yield to them and take 
ruthless advantage 
of 
opportunitiea to help them ­

If the Republican party were the majority, It would 
face the same difficulties.
